It's to his credit, 
though, that he chooses to do otherwise. Having the knowl- 
edge and energy to do a bigger job, it’s to his credit that 
he wants to put them to use.

During the years which have followed, there have 
been dire predictions of what the outcome of the over-all 
intercultural competition would be. And some mighty hard 
things have been said about the state of education in the 
United States, with the implication following that the 
reason we weren't “keeping up with the Russians” was that 
our schools — from elementary level up — were doing some- 
thing horribly wrong. 

While all the bleating was going on, though, school 
board elections didn’t change- Usually the pattern estab- 
lished in the pre-Sputnik era prevailed; trustees who got 
along with the administrators they hired would stand for 
re-election; malcontents would try to unseat them and 
might do so if things were bad enough and the “economy 
battle-axes” were out in force with vague mentions of 

But louder than these are the newly-interested groups 
who may or may not be respresented by candidates in the 
present election. They want to talk about curriculum, 
course content, new teaching methods and a host of other 
subjects which heretofore didn’t take up much school 
board time. 

It took them four years to enter the field, after that 
first serving of notice that some improvements might be 
due in education. But here they are, finally.

Planning Has Continuity 


City planning in Menlo Park 
isn’t a sometime thing. It’s a 
continuous process. 

Though isolated actions by 
the city’s planning commission 
and by its council might leave 
the impression that there’s not 
much attenion paid to long- 
range planning except for 
vague references to an easily- 
amended “master plan,” such 
is not the case. 

The fact that planning here 
has been almost a continu- 
ous series of activities and 
events was emphasized re- 
cently with publication of a 


Heart Fund | 
Investigators 
To Be Feted 


Five San Mateo County 
Heart Association research in- 
vestigators will be honored at 
the Second Annual Research 
Dinner this coming tonight at 
the Olympic Club, San Francis- 
co. 

The occasion is sponsored by 
the seven heart associations in 
the Bay Area, including the 
San Mateo and Santa Clara 
County Heart Associations. 

According to Dr. Ralph W. 
Brauer, San Mateo, chairman 
of the research committee for 
the Heart Association, “heart 
research is going ahead at such 
an accelerated pace that often 
individual investigators do not 
have informal opportunities to 
talk with each other.” 

The local investigators, who 
have a total of $13,335 in ex- 
clusive grants from the San 
Mateo County Heart Associa- 
tion, are Dr. Bertram G. Kat- 
zung, San Francisco, studying 
the identity of an unknown fac- 
tor that increases the force of 
the heart beat; Dr. Howard J. 
Ricketts and Dr. Herbert L. 
Abrams, both of Menlo Park, 
investigating a small-bore coil- 
ed tube that can spray fluid, 
visible to X-ray, into the coro- 
nary arteries that feed the 
heart muscle.

“Brief History of Planning 
and Zoning in Menlo Park,” 
compiled by City planner 
Bob Gray. 

3esides showing 
city’s development has been 
guided by a “master plan” 
since 1952, the history also in- 
dicates that zoning was con- 
sidered important here even as 
the city was being incorporat- 
ed in 1927. A zoning ordinance 
was, in fact, one of the first to 
be adopted in the new com- 
munity.

Since we are about to consid- 
er a number of rather impor- 
tant amendments to both the 
Master Plan and the Zoning Or- 
dinance it is well that we look 
back for a moment over the 
years of development in the 
City and the measures the City 
has adopted to control this de- 
velopment. The following is a 
brief outline of the pattern to 
date: 

After premature incorpora- 
tion an disincorporation in the 
1870's, the City of Menlo Park 
was again incorporated in 1927. 
In 1928 Ordinance No. 16 cre- 
ated the Planning Commission. 
In June of this same year an 
emergency zoning ordinance 
(No. 22) was adopted and re- 
mained in effect until October 
21, 1930, when the first ordi- 
nance zoning ordinance was 
adopted. 

This ordinance (No. 55) 
divided the city into five 
zones, three residential, one 
commercial and one unre- 
stricted or industrial use 
zone. 

This ordinance, amended and 
extended a great number of 
times, accomplished its pur- 
pose for quite a number of 
years and was in effect until 
1953 when it was replaced by 
a completely new zoning ordi- 
nance. During the period No. 
55 was in effect, some 23 years, 
the population grew from 
about 2,000 to over 20,000. 

In 1945, the city council 
adopted a 14-point general and 
capital improvements plan. It 
included street improvements, 
building construction, recrea- 
tion and drainage plans, annex- 
ations and administrative pro- 
cedures and policies. 

It met with fine success and 
was amplified by a similar 11 
point program in 1949. 

This 1949 program includ- 
ed like general capital im- 
provements and added con- 
sideration of several other 
plan elements such as a revi- 


sion of the street plan that 
was adopted in 1942. 

In 1952, the Planning firm of 
Wise and Bisner, Associates 
was engaged to draft a Master 
Plan. 

After a year of research, de- 
sign, public hearings and de- 
bate, the Master Plan was 
adopted in 1953. In June of that 
year a new zoning ordinance 
was adopted (No. 228) covering 
the entire city and based upon 
the adopted master plan. 

This zoning ordinance is cur- 
rently in effect and has been 
amended 45 times in the past, 
seven years by way of addition 
of new zone types (example: 
R-4A: Garden. Apartments), re- 
classification of existing zone 
areas and variances from the 
precise provisions of the ordi- 
nance. 

This ordinance as amended 
is still regarded as one of the 
most desirable and effective 
documents of its type in Cali- 
fornia. 

The master plan according 
to state law includes both a 
written statement of objec- 
tives and a physical plan. 
The physical plan includes 
elements of land use, circula- 
tion and transportation, rec- 
reation, public facilities and 
utilities, schools, etc. 

The written statement in- 
cludes basic aims and stand- 
ards designed to fulfill these 
aims. These aims as included 
in the master plan report of 
1952 are quoted in uart as fol- 
lows: 


“ 


. to maintain and pre- 
serve the residential areas of 
the city; to raise the standards 
of ocmmercial and other non- 
living areas of the City; to in- 
sure that the tax base of the 
city is protected by proper 
commercial zoning, by the de- 
velopment of off-street parking 
and proper through streets; 
and to insure that the journey 
to shop and the journey to 
work are as pleasant as living 
in the city itself. 

This report also states that 
this is not a final and perfect 
statement; that this is merely 


. a point of departure...” 
and that the objectives, stand- 
ards and physical plan”... 


must keep up to date with the 
City and its people. 

The task before us now is 
two fold; to maintain this tra- 
dition of integrity through con- 
trolled development and at the 
same time evaluate existing 
trends and attitudes in order 
to accommodate new ideas and 
proposals within the structure 
of a dynamic community.

Williams. Attends 
Leaders’ Meet 


Robert B. Williams of 800

county retirement program 
now costs the taxpayers over 
$14 millions a year, and soon 
we will, for a starter, add $150,- 
000 a year to cover cost of a 
full health and welfare pro- 
gram for employees. This, too, 
follows a pattern almost uni- 
form in private industry. 

A bulletin that recently ap- 
peared in a Sequoia Union High 
School publication gives us 
some idea of what the retire- 
ment program costs in just this. 
one locality. 

We quote: “Sequoia District 
teachers will be interested in 
recent information showing 
that the California State Teach- 
ers’ Retirement System is in 
excellent financial condition. 
The State Teachers’ Retire- 
ment Law passed by the legis- 
lature in 1913 became effective 
on January 1, 1914. There have 
been material changes from 
time to time, leading up to the 
present retirement law. 

“At present there are 150 
members of the system on 
duty. Additionally, there is a 
large number of inactive per- 
sons on the rolls of the sys- 
tem, and most likely a ma- 
jority of these has insuffici- 
ent-service to qualiy finally 
for benefits. 

“Approximately 22,000 mem- 
bers now receive retirement al- 
lowances. Both service and re- 
tirement allowance rolls are in- 
cluded in this number. 

“Assets under the system to- 
tal $538,000,000. It should be 
remembered in connection with 
this amount that the public 
does not contribute on a re- 
serve basis, so practically all 
of the asset are derived from 
member’ contributions with 
credited interest. 

“For the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1960, assets of the sys- 
tem increased by approximate- 
ly $76,690,000. Except for mi- 
nor amounts, this increase was 
due to earnings on the fund 
(largely made up of members’ 
contributions) and the contri- 
butions of members for the 
year 1959-60. The Retirement 
Fund earned on its securities, 
during 1959-60, $17,177,000. 
There is no deducation from 
earnings on securities for ad- 
ministrative expenses. 

“Sequoia District certifi- 
cated employes contribute to 
the fund at a rate which 
varies with age and sex. For 
men the percentage varies 
from 7.46 to 11.26; for wo- 
men, from 7.76 to 12.72. The 
district contributes $12 per 
teacher, per year, PLUS 3 
per cent of the gross salary.” 

Last year the Sequoia Dis- 
trict included $105,744 in its 
budget to cover the cost of re- 
tirement that the public must 
pay. This is indeed a small sum 
compared to the county’s mil- 
lion-plus, but of course the ‘dis- 
trict has far fewer employees. 
As of now, the teachers pay 
their own premiums for health 
benefits, while the county pays 
about a third and in three years 
will pay for 100 per cent of the 
program. The board of super- 
visors will open bids for the 
new insurance plan next week. 

All retirement programs, nat- 
urally, are based on salaries. 
The county is going for the full 
cost of a health program, hopes 
to stave off a salary increase 
this year. 

Already some employees are 
attempting to point out the in- 
equalities in the present. sched- 
ule, with an eye to boosting 
certain classifications. But the 
county may not even get off 
this easy. San Francisco civil 
service groups have already ap- 
proved increases right down 
the line which could greatly 
affect the situation here. 

Something very strange 
would seem to be going on in 
the county superintendent of 
schools office. James R. Tor- 
mey, the head man, recently 

announced he had brought a 

discharged or resigned Ra- 

venswood School District su- 
perintendent into his office 
to do a special survey of 
some kind. The reported sal- 
ary is $16,000 a year. This 
figure is even more than Tor- 
mey draws himself ($15,225). 

Whether the state or the 

county pays the salary on.a 

split basis or not, it all comes 
from the same source. 

The state pulled a ‘fastie’’ 
when it tied the county school 
superintendents’ salaries. intc 
the average daily attendance 
totals. Tormey is now in Class 
C and of his total annual pay 
the county puts up $5000. But 
the new scale, which can rise 
every year, throws this position 
entirely out of balance with the 
rest of the elective officials. 

Only the district attorney, and 
engineer draw more than the 

schools chief, not counting 
judges. : 

More and more we see the 
results of the state taking over 

the powers of fixing salaries. 


Soon we can imagine the state - 


may try dictating even the dis- 
trict pay checks for teachers 
and administrators.

Appearance, attitude, dapti- 
tude and adaptability — these 
are the four A’s which deter- 
mine successful employment | 
for women over 40, according 
to the recently tabulated sur- 
vey compiled by the social and 
economic issues committee of 
Menlo-Atherton Branch, Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Women. 


during the presidency of Mrs. 
Alvin Meyers, the project con- 
tinued through 1960, and en- 
compassed interviews with pro- 
fessional people, peronnel di- 
rectors, employment agencies, 
and small businesses, to deter- 
mine the available job oppor- | 
tunities in South San Mateo} 
County for the over-40 women | 
applicants. 

AREAS 

The survey was pointed to- 
ward five general areas of em- 
ployment: Education, manufac- | 
turing, retailing, services and 
professions. Information was 
sought under four general 
headings: full or part time em- 
ployment; experience of em- 
ployers with over-40 employ-| 
ees; reasons for or against hir- 
ing women in this aga categ- 
ory; qualifications expected of 
the applicant. 

Certain general policies 
emerged from the survey 
sheets that appeared to apply 
to most areas of employment. 
All businesses contacted hire 
women in this category, basing 
their choice on qualifications 
| other than age alone. 
| LOW ABSENTEEISM 
} Women in this age group 
| are considered to have certain | 
| advantages. Absenteeism is us- | 
| ually low. Stability, reliability | 
and good judgement were} 
three characteristics mention- 
ed many times. Conversely, | 
these traits are sometimes off- 
set by an inability to adapt to! 
routines, an inflexibility in| 
ideas and work habits and slow- | 
|ness in training for new jobs, 
both mentally and physically. 

Another pertinent considera- 
tion proved to be a reluctance 
"in some firms to grant retire- 
|ment benefits to those starting 
their work years this late in 
life. 

Reviewing the specific cate- 
gories, the greatest market for 
over-40 employment appeared 
to be in retailing. Outright pre-| 
ference was expressed by many | 
employers because of general | 
steadiness and less home re-}| 
sponsibility.
